thy dear Son, when vie were utterly loſt; 
for ſan&ifying us with thy holy Spirit in 
the revelation and knowledge of thy ho- 
ly word for helping and ſuccouring ug 
in all ouwneeds ind neceſſities: for (a+ 
ving us from all dangers of body und 
ſoul: for comforting us ſo fatherly in all 
our tribulations ind perſecutions : for 
ſparing us ſo long , and giving us ſo large 
a time of repentance. Theſe benefits, O 
moſt mercifu}l Father, like as we acknow- 
ledge to have received them cf thy onely 
goodneſſe, even fo we beſeech thee, for 
thy dear Son Jeſus Chriſts ſake» to grant 
us alwayes oX holy Spirits whereby we 
may continually grow in thinkfulneſſe 
towards thee, to be led into all truth, 
and comforted in afl adyerſities. O Lord, 
ſtrengthen our faith, kindle it more in 
ferventneſſe and love towards thee, and 
our neighbours for thy ſake. Suffer ug 
not, moſt dear Father, to receive thy 
worl any more in vain; bur grant us al- 
wayes the aſſiſt ince of thy grace and holy 
Spirit, that in heart, word and deeds we 
may ſan&ifie and do worſhip to thy Ne: 
help to amplifie and increaſe thy king- 
dom, and wbatfocyer thou ſendeſt, we 
may be heartily well content with thy 
gool pleaſure and will, Let us not lack 
the thing (O Father) without the which 
we cannot ſerve thee: but bleſſe thou ſo 
all the works of our hands, that we may 
have ſufficient and not be chargeable, bur 
rather helpfull war others Be mercifull, 
O Lord, to our offences : and ſecing our 
debt is great, which thou haſt forgiven 
us in Jeſus Chriſt, make us ro love thee 
and our neighbours ſo much the more. Be 
thou our Father, Captain and Defender in 
all en pr : hold thou us by thy 
mercifull hand, that we may be delivercd 
from: all inconveaiences · ind end our lives 
in the ſan&ifying end honouring of thy 
holy Nime + through Jeſus Chriſt our 
Lord and onely Sx: tour,
